W. Royeck, pianist, played Chopin 
with ease, but he could not master ‘“‘The 
Mysterious Rag,’’ so he failed as a nick- 
elodeon feature and ended his life. With 
money that had been given him for 
transportation, Royeck purchased a re- 
volver. He shot himself through the 
head on a road leading out of Colum- 
bia, Mo. 

News of the suicide was conveyed by 
telephone to Night Chief of Police Gil- 
laspy, who was requested to notify Roy- 
eck’s uncle, Otto Josky of 4458 Easton 
avenue. Chief of Police Whitesides of 
Columbia, who sent the message to Gil- 
laspy, said Royeck was a fine player of 
Classics, but was unable to Play the 
“catchy stuff.’’ 

Royeck, who was 27 years old, came to 
this country from Russia nine months 
ago and for a time boarded at 805A 
South Boyle avenue. Three weeks ago 
he accepted a place at the ‘“‘M” Thea- 
ter in Columbia. The audience seemed 
satisfied when he played a _ selection 
from Mendelssohn, but when he fol- 
lowed that with one of Rubenstein’s 
masterpieces, his hearers became rest- 
less. There was grumbling when the 
performer plunged into Wagner, and 
after that the audience called for ‘‘some- 
thing lively”’ 

“Beautiful Doll” and 
Violin’’ were requested, but Royeck 
could not respond. He had never studied 
that brand of music. The proprietor of 
the moving picture show knew the young 
man was a good pianist, but not appre- 
ciated by those who frequented the 
show. He gave Royeck money with 
which to buy a ticket to St. Louis, tried 
to console him with the information 
that he ght to be able to ‘‘make 
good” here. Royeck was not consoled, 
and killed himself.

The Roosevelt announcement that he 
Will accept the Republican nomination 
for President will precipitate a bitter 
fight between the Taft and Roosevelt 
men in Missouri. Emissaries of Presi- 


several weeks canvassing the situation 
had reported to him, in advance of the 
Roosevelt announcement, that Roosevelt 
would get at least two-thirds of the Mis- 
souri delegation. 

Until Gov. Hadiey began the agita- 
tion for Roosevelt a few weeks ago 


Missouri was considered a _ reliable 
“stand-pat” State. Gov. Hadley has 
repeatedly declared that Roosevelt 


would carry every congressional district 
in the State, outside of the three St. 
Louis districts, and possibly one other. 

The Republican city organization, un- 
der the whip of Mayor Kreismann and 
Otto Stifel, is now lined up solidly for 
Taft. The City Committee, early in Jan- 
uary, by a vote of 15 to 10, indorsed 
Kioosevelt for renomination. The move 
to indorse Roosevelt was started by Otto 
Siifel and Henry W. Kiel, who were 
then the leaders of the minority faction 
cof the committee. The Kreismann fac- 
tion of the committee, headed by former 
Chairman W. E. S. Jarrett, beat the 
Stifel-Kiel faction to the indorsement. 
Stifel and Kiel then went over to Taft. 
formed an alliance with Mayor Kreis- 
mann and ousted Jarrett as chairman. 
The Roosevelt indorsement was then re- 
scinded by a vote of 25 to 1. 

The first test of strength between 
Roosevelt and Taft will be nfade at the 
Third District convention at Excelsior 
Springs next Thursday. The counties 
comprising the district have nearly all 
held their conventions. The fight has 
been so bitter that contesting ‘elegations 
have been elected in almost = every 
county.

that he had been deceived, or that his 
intelligence had not risen to meet the 
emergency of the concentrated intelli- 
gence of the Steel Trust officials, 
Roosevelt was so angered that he ex- 
pressed himself almost incoherently. 
This was pointed out as one of the 
reasons that might have made Col 
Roosevelt listen to those who assured 
him there was a country-wide demand 
for his re-election. 


Miffed at Speech’s Reception, 
Then, the reception of the Columbus 


speech, as the most recent instance, was 
pointed out. The newspapers, not only 
the regular Republican, but many that 
had shown friendship to Roosevelt, 
found nothing in it to applaud. 

It is known that Roosevelt’s friends 
in the last three days—since he said at 
Cleveland that his ‘‘hat was in the ring”’ 
—have patiently, and then urgently tried 
to prevent the announcement that he 
made last night. But the lack of re- 
sponse from the country, the lack of the 
limelight, and the nervous, startling 
realization that there was not immedi- 
ate acclaim caused a determination that 
could not be broken by his friends. 

The effect of the Roosevelt announce- 
ment on the nomination at Chicago, and 
the subsequent campaign, -was com- 
mented on by many politicians. Sena- 
tor William Alden Smith of Michigan 
said: 

“IT am very much surprised. I do not 
believe that the Republican party can 
refuse to approve the administration of 
President Taft. I believe he is entitled 
to a renomination, and if renominated 
will be elected. 

Means a Struggle. 

“This declaration means a struggle and 
will have a tendency to imperil -—Repub- 
lican success, no matter who is nominat- 
ed.

Revolutionary Air Is Sung. 

Essex street, the principal thoroug&- 
fare of the city, was in a state of dis- 
order half an hour while several] thou- 
sand women and men strikers and their 
friends paraded along the picket line, 
jeering the police and militia and sing- 
ing the revolutionary song, ‘‘L’Interna- 
tionale.’’ The demonstration Was a pro- 
test against the action of the police 
Saturday in preventing the sending of 
a company of children to Philadelphia. 

At the railway station the crowd he- 
came so noisy that police reinforcements 
were called out. A dozen demonstrators 
were taken in automobiles to the police 
station. In only one case did an officer 
use his club. No women were arrested 

The demonstration was not ended until 
the police had charged the crowd off 
iMasex street out to the common, balf 
a mile from the railroad station. 

There was no apparent response todav 
to an appeal for a general strike of all 
workers in Lawrence. All the mills 
seemingly retained their operating 
strength. 

Twenty strikers’ pickets were arrested 
for intimidation. 


Worst He Has Ever Seen, Says Hay- 
wood. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 26.—‘I have seen 
terrible things done during strikes in the 
West. I have seen 1600 men herded to- 
gether in one bull pen. But not till I 
went to Lawrence did I ever see women 
assaulted under the authority and pro- 
tection of the law. I am going to put 
the workers of this country into such 
a tremendous organization, a union with 
such enormous strength and power, that 
we shall be able to abolish the wage sys- 
tem and starve out these hell hounds 
of capitalists,”’ said William D. Hay- 
wood, former secretary of the Western 
lederation of Miners, at a meeting held 
yesterday under the auspices of the 
Metropolitan Lodge, Brotherhood of Ma- 
chinists. He had just come from Law- 
rence, 

“If I ever had cause to be sorry that 
I was born an American, it was Satur- 
day, when I saw the police of Lawrence 
clubbing Women for acting in a natural 
way in the defense of their babies. I 
was ashamed of their manhood when I 
those brutes doing that. 

“At the present time we are feeding 
60,000 people, the strikers and those de- 
pendent upon them, and these people 
are fighting your battle, the battle for 
the coming generations.”’ 

The speaker read the amounts from 
some of the Lawrence pay envelopes. 
One was $4.45 a week. Sheet metal 
workers, he said, get $4.75 a day in New 
York. Another was $3.8 a week. In 
Butte, Mont., he said, plumbers get $ 
a day.

“It 
is my opinion,’ added Taylor, ‘“‘that he 
ought to be in an asylum now.” 4, 

Judge Amidon declined to require ‘such 
a stipulation as Taylor suggested, say- 
ing it would not advance the case. 

McIntosh then began the re-direct ex- 
amination of the claimant by reading 
‘rom the Auburn prison deposition of 
the claimant, in which he was asked 
whether the 16 letters he had in his 
hand were all he had received while in 
Auburn and other penal institutions. 
The claimant replied, in the deposition, 
that they were. 

“Did you offer at that time,” said 
MelIntosh, “‘to let the lawyers of both 
sides read all the letters?’ 

“IT told them they couldwgo anything

Noted Teachers From All Over 
U. S. Come to Superinten- 
dence Convention.

John H. Francis, Superintendent of 


the Los Angeles public schools, in an 
address before the Department of Su- 


perintendence of the National Edu- 


cational Association at the Southern 


Hotel Monday, advocated the aboli- 
tion of summer vacations in the 
schools, 

“The summer vacation ought to be 
done away with,” he said. “Why do 
we have it? Simply because we have it. 
[It started in the other day when the 
majority of school children were sons 
and daughters of farmers and were 
needed on the farms in summer. But 
that condition no longer exists in the 
cities, 

‘The child has plenty of time for the 
necessary recreation in the ordinury 
daily school periods. There is no reason 
why schools should be closed in the 
summer, thereby costing the child years 
that he might have employed usefully. 

“Too Much Attention to Child.” 

‘‘We have paid too much attention to 

the child in educational problems. We 
ought to pay a lot to the atmosphere 
surrounding him, the soil, so to speak. 
In many cases the children pass through 
the grades rather than having the grades 
pass through them.’’ 
_Noted educators from all over the 
United States were in St. Louis at the 
opening of the four-day session of the 
Department of Superintendents. More 
than 1000 had arrived up to noon and 
000 more were expected later. Sessions 
of different sections were held simu!- 
taneously at the Planters and the South- 
ern hotels. 

Dr. Philander P. Claxton, United 
States Commissioner of Education, is to 
preside over several of the meetings.

Carroll G. Pearse, Milwaukee, presi- 
dent of the N. E. A.; Mrs. Ella Flagg 
Young, Chicago, vice-president; Kath- 
erine D. Blake, New York, treasurer; 
James M. Greenwood, Kansas City, 
chairman of trustees, and Irwin Shep- 
ard, Winona, Minn., secretary. 

Department Governing Board. 

The Department of Superintendence is 
the governing board of the National Ed- 
ucational Association, which is said to 
have a membership of 20,000 school 
teachers in the United States and Can- 
ada. 

The place for a convention of the en- 
tire organization next summer will be 
one of the important things to be de- 
termined at the St. Louis meeting. 

At the Planters Hotel at 9:30 a. m., 
Edward F. Buchner, professor of edu- 
cation and philosophy at Johns Hopkins 
University, read a paper on “What 
Should be the Difference Between Grad- 
uate and Undergraduate Work in Educa- 
tion?’’ This was followed by a discus- 
sion by Charles de Garmo, professor of 
science and art of education at Cornell 
University. 

The National Council of Education 
met at the Southern Hotel at the same 
hour. Following an opening address by 
Charles H.. Keyes, executive secretary 
of the New York Committee of Safety, 
there was a conference on economy of 
time in education, followed by a general 
discussion led by Mrs. Fannie Fern An- 
drews of Boston, secretary of the 
American School Board League. 

#5000 Woman Teacher. 

An interesting personality at the 
convention is Miss Grace C. Strachan, 
District Superintendent of New York 
City Schools. Miss Strachan for six 
years was the leader of the “equal 
pay for equal work” movement in 
New York. This was a campaign in 
which women teachers urged that 
they receive the same pay as men 
teachers doing the same work 

Miss Strachan was victorious. Jan. 
1 a law placing women teachers on 
the same Salary basis as men teachers 
went into effect in New York. Her 
salary is $5000 a year, 


““We made them see that a woman’s 
brain is as good and worth as much as 
a man’s if it has had the same train- 
ing and opportunities to develop,”’ said 
Miss Strachan Monday. ‘“Women teach- 
ers in the New York high schools under 
the new law may attain to positions 
paying $2460 a year. They also may be- 
come principals and superintendents on 
a salary equality with men. 

“This is a movement which should be 
taken up by the teachers in every city. 
It was. made possible in New York by 
the splendid organization known as the 
Interborough Association of Women 
Teachers."’

WOMAN FREED IN 
WAELTZ TRIAL, NEW 
HEARING FOR BAKER 


Jury Fails to Agree After 24 
Hours in Case of Photographer 
- Charged With Murder. 





State’s Attorney Tecklenburg at Belle- 
ville, Monday, said he would resist any 
effort to free Sidney Baker on bond, 
pending his second trial for the death of 
Peter Waeltz, a wealthy retired farmer. 
After deliberating 24 hours the first jury 
reported Sunday afternoon it could not 
agree. One juror said the count stood 
seven to five for conviction. 

Mrs. Nellie Morton Schanot, a codefend- 
ant, was acquitted. The vote all along 
was eleven to one for acquittal, one man 
holding out to the last minute. As she 
left the courthouse Mrs. Schanot was re. 
arr sted on a robbery charge in connec- 
tion with the death of Waeltz. On the 
night he died it was said Waeltz entered 
Paker’s photographic studio in Belleville 
with $80 in wis pockets. When his body 
was found this was gone. Baker and 
Mrs. Schanot, then Miss Nellie Morton, 
had been in the studio with him. 
Attorneys set about trying to arrange 
for bond. Mrs. Schanot’s bail in the 
robbery case has been fixed at $1000. Her 
on the murder charge will 
make it possible for the State to com- 
pel her to testify against Baker at the 
next trial. Before this can be done, 
however, it is thought the robbery 
Her 
friends say they expect the prosecution 
to dismiss the case. 

Photographer Disappeared. 

Waeltz was found dead at the bottom 
of stairs leading to the photographer's 
studio, Nov. 22, 1908. Baker disappeared. 
Miss Morton was arrested but was re- 
leased when the photographer could not 
be found. 
Baker was arrested three months ago 
in Danville, Ill., and he and the woman 
were charged formally with murder. The 
defense’s contention was that Waeltz 
fell down the stairs and was killed.
